LEGISLATIVE CANDIDATES. 


INCONSISTENT. 


Depot.Agent Allen has received the 
following circular from L. & N. offi¬ 
cials: 

To Agents:—The following law was 
enacted at the last session of the legis¬ 
lature of the State of Kentucky: 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly 

of the State of Kentucky: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons, individuals, or 
corporations, public or private carrier 
to bring into, transfer to other person 
or persoPaTrorporation, carrier or agent, 
deliver or distribute, in any county, 
district, precinct, town or .city, where 
the sale of intoxicating liquors has been 
prohibited, or may be prohibited, wheth¬ 
er by special act of the General Assem¬ 
bly, or by vote of the people under the 
Local Option Law, any spiritous, vin¬ 
ous, malt or other intoxicating liquors, 
regardless of the name by which it may 
be called; and this act shall apply to.all 
packages of such intoxicating liquors 
whether broken or unbroken. 

Provided: Individuals may bring into 
such district, upon their person or as 
their personal baggage, and for their 
own private use. such liquors in quanti¬ 
ties not to exceed one gallon; and pro¬ 
vided the provisions of this act shall 
not apply to licensed physicians or 
druggists to whom any public carrier 
may deliver such goods, in pnbroken 
packages, in quantities not to exceed 
five gallons at any one time. 

Section 2. Each package of such 
spiritous, vinous, malt or other intoxi¬ 
cating liquor, regardless of the name 
by which it may be called, whether 
broken or unbroken packages, brought 
into and transferred to other persons, 
corporation, carrier or agent, delivered 
or distributed in such Local Option Ter¬ 
ritory shall constitute a seperate offense. 

Section 3. Any, person or persons, 
individuals or corporation, public or 
private carrier, violating the provi¬ 
sions of this act shall be deemed guilty 
of violating the Local Option Law, and 
shall be fined not less than fifty nor 
more than one hundred dollars for each 
offense. 

Section 4. And-the place of delivery 
of such liquors shall be held to be the 
place of sale. 

Section 5. And all laws in conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed. 


Some of our whisky friends “argue” 
to suit the crowd. For example, they 
tell that class that want to “keep con¬ 
stantly on hand” a quart or so, that it 
will be impossible to even get a very 
small quantity, and that it will be pain- 
1 fully dry in Springfield. But with an¬ 
other class of people they “argue” that

, the streets as it "flows along.” Don’t 
I you think they are a little inconsistent? 
A gentleman said to us last County 
Court day: “Why, I am told by the 
! whisky people that it will-be impossible 
for me to get liquor even for medical 
purposes.” We assured him that the

COUNY UNIT LAW. 


Be it enacted by the General Assem¬ 
bly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

T,hat section 2560 of the Kentucky 
Sta|tute8, it being a portion of article 1. 
of chapter 81, of the ^Kentucky Statu¬ 
tes; entitled “Liquors, intoxicating,” 
be, and the same is hereby, repealed, 
and in lieu thereof it is hereby enacted : 

’ ’No election in any town, city dis¬ 
trict or precinct of a county shall be 
held, under this article, on the same 
day on which an election for the entire 
county is held, except that cities of 
the first, second, third and fourth class-, 
es may hold an election on the same j 
day on which an election for the entire ' 
county is held. When an election is 1 
held in an entire county and a majority 
of the legal votes cast at said alection 
are against the sale, barter or loan of 
spirituous, vinous, malt or othbr intoxi¬ 
cating liquors, then it shall not be law¬ 
ful to sell, barter or loan any such 
liquors in any portion of the county. 1 
If at such an election for the entire | 


county the majority of the legal votes 
cast are in favor of the sale, barter or 
loan of such liquors in anv territorial 
divisions of such county from which 
l the sale, barter or loan has been ex- 
1 eluded by an election held under this 
1 article, or by special act. but the atabai 
of such territorial division shall remain 
as if no such election had been held. 

No election shall be held in any elec- 
I tion precinct under this act qn the same 
day on which an election is held for the 
district or city of which the precinct ia 
j a part. If at an election held for such 
I entire district or city, the majority of 
legal votes cast shall be in favor of the 
sale, barter or loan of spirituous, vin¬ 
ous. malt or other liquors, then the 
status in the several precincts thereof 
shall remain as it was before said elec¬ 
tion; but if the majority should be 
against the sale, then the sale, barter 
or loan of such liquors shall be unlaw¬ 
ful in every portion of said distriet or 
city.”

votes polled in this precinct It is pre- 
dieted by many in the Mackville pre¬ 
cinct that the majority there will be al¬ 
most the total vote of the precinct.

SEEDED TO SOLVE OCR 
XATIOSAL PROBLEMS. 

We Must Plant Forests. Organize 

Better Schools, Make Homes For 

Workers and Rear the Children 

Close to Nature. Menace of Great 

Cities. 

At the commencement exorcises of 
the Michigan Agricultural College on 
.rune 20th, 100(1. jin nddres* was ties 
livered by George H. Maxwell, I>ean’ 
of the Homecraftcr.* Gild of the Talis¬ 
man and Executive Chairman of the 
National Irrigation Association. 

The key-note of the address of Mr. 
Maxwell was the idea that we should 
bring to the constructive work of 
our social and commercial life In time 
of peace, the same fervent patriot¬ 
ism and devotion to the public serv¬ 
ice that would inspire the whole na¬ 
tion If we were in the throes of a 
bloody; 'conflict with the people of 
some other country. 

In Illustration of this he re¬ 
ferred to our forest resources. 
The wasteful improvidence with 
which we have swept the for¬ 
ests out of existence wus contrasted 
with the elaborate care witH which 
we have Built fortifications and na¬ 
vies and equipped our armies. And 
yet. said Mr. Maxwell, we have little 
to fear from any foreign foe. But 
we have much to fear from the 
wreck and ruin thnt will Inevitably 
follow the destruction of our forests. 

Destroy the forests and over im¬ 
mense areas flood and drouth will 
destroy the farms. 

I>estroy the forests and you will at 
the same time destroy many of our 
most Important industries by the ex¬ 
haustion of our supply of wood or 
timber. < 

Destroy a city by bombardment or 
fire and it can lie rebuilt in a few 
years more beautiful than ever. 

Destroy a forest on the plains and 
it may take more than a generation 
to restore It 

Destroy a forest on the mountains, 
where the soli Is thin and poor, and 
it may take centuries to restore the 
forest if It CAn ever be done at all. 
The destruction of the forest cover 
leaves the mountain sides so ex]>osed 
to erosion thnt the rocks are washed 


control the legislature would u» 
get control of and destroy every • 
of unreserved timlier land In those 
territories. The country owes a debt 
of gratitude to Senator Burroughs of 
your State for his aid in preventing 
that bill from passing the Senate 
It seems Incredible that th 
tilings should be done by Congress, 
but there are reasons for It 
In the first place the people at 
large take no interest In the preserva¬ 
tion of their own property.

Where will you find any citizenship 
in the slum and tenement districts 
of onr cities to whom yon can effect¬ 
ively appeal for help to stop the waste 
of onr forests? They- know nothing 
nlmnt It and care loss. The first need 
of any nation Is an Intelligent citizen¬ 
ship, and the slums and tenements of 
great cities are maelstroms into 
which the citizenship of the country 
is being drawn to Its destruction lu a 
steadily Increasing volume. 

We ire suffering Jnst now from a 
msm of national hysteria because 
what everybody who ever took the 
trouble to go and look knew long ago 
—the revolting conditions under 
hich the great packers of Chicago 
nvc been operating tlieir plants, and 
lieonnse diseased meat has been sold 
for food, 

Rut yon may draw Hie worst pict¬ 
ure that your imagination can paint 
of the horrors of the slaughtering and 
packing of meat In those establish¬ 
ments , and nothing you can Imagine.! 
equals the horror of blighting the 
" of thousands of children who 
-ondemned to live and grow up in 
the foul physical, social nnd moral 
miasma that permeates the whole 
slum district of Paeklnetown. It Is 
national disgrace and Is bound to

Btmupuge only of ma¬ 
tured timber sold, and young timber 
preserved for fntnre cutting, so thnt 
the forests will be |>er)>etuntcd by 
right use; and the National Govern¬ 
ment must, by The reservation or pur¬ 
chase of existing forest lands, and the

every state National Forest Planta¬ 
tions from which, through all the 
years to come, a sufficient supply of 
wood and timber ran be annually 
harvested to supply the needs of the 
people of each state from the Forest 
FlantaHons In that state. 

T'nless we take time by the fore¬ 
lock the next generation will 
United States prncticttUy a 
nation, without wood or timber for 
the uses of our people, nnd devastated 
year aft£r year by ruinous oods. Al¬ 
ready the scarcity of timber i« bolus 
felt and every man who builds a 
home must pay the Increased cost. In 
Michigan I understand that 
your most Important 'Industries are 
crippled by the shortage of timlier. 

And yet in the face of Ibis con¬ 
dition which is nothing more than a 
crisis threatening the complete de¬ 
struction of one of onr greatest re 
sources as a nation. Congress busies 
Itself with a .multitude of matte 
infinitely less Importance nnd refuses 
to repeal the Timber and Sti 
nnder which the last' remnant: 
unreserved national forest lands are 
being fed Into the insatiable maw of 
the timber speculators for less than 
one-tenth of their actual value. 

We are, told by the men in Congress 
who make Committees and shape leg¬ 
islation thaU the- Hinncv-^pSfrmit Is- 
spared to neqtilre nud save from de¬ 
struction the Calaveras Big Trees in 
California, or to create the White 
Mountain and Appalachian Forest Re¬ 
serves, and preserve their' forest re¬

Money, nnd shonld pay more heed to 
raising up and training Men who will 
be Law-Abiding Citizens; that the wel¬ 
fare of our Workers Is of more con¬ 
sequence than the mere accumulation 
of Wealth; and that Stability of Na¬ 
tional Character and of Social and 
Business Conditions Is of greater im¬ 
portance to the people of this Country 
ns a whole than auy other one ques¬ 
tion that is now before them: and we 
believe that the only way to Preserve 
such Stability, and to Fermanently 
Malntaln our National Prosperity. Is' 
to carry Into Immediate effect and 
alteration the Platform of the Talis¬ 
man, which is gs follows: 
EDUCATION. EMPLOYMENT AND 
HOMES ON THE LAND. 

1. That children shall lie taught 
gardening and homecraft In the public 
schools, and that Homecraft and 
Garden Training Schools shall be 
established by county, fliuniclpel. 
state, and national governments, 
where every boy and every man out 
of work who wants employment where 
he can gain that knowledge, can leant 
how to make a home and till the soil 
and get his living straight from the 
ground, and where every Boy would 
Ik* taught that his first aim In life 
should be to get a home of his own 
on the land. 

BUILD HOMECROETS AS NATION¬ 
AL SAFEGUARDS. 

2. Thnt the New Zealand system of 
Land Taxation and Land Purchase 
nnd Subdivision, nnd Advnnees to Set¬ 
tlers Act, shall be adopted In this 
country, to the eni\ that land shall be 
subdivided Into small holdings in the 
tytmls of those who will till it for a 
livelihood, and labor find occupation 
in the creation of homecrafts, which 
will be perpetual safeguards against 
the political evils and social discontent 
resulting from the overgrowth of 
cities and the sufferings of unem¬ 
ployed wage-earners.

S. That Rural Settlement shall be 
encouraged and the principle of Pro¬ 
tection for the American Wageworker 
and his Home applied directly to the 
Home by the Exemption from Taxa¬ 
tion of all Improvements upou. and 
also of all personal property, not e 
eeeding $2,500 In value, used on ai 
in connection with, Overy Homecraft

RECLAMATION AND SETTLE¬ 
MENT OF THE ARID LANDS. 

15. Thnt the National Government 
shall build the Irrigation works neoe 
sary to bring water within reach < 
settlers on the nrid lands, the cost • 
such works to be repaid to tlie govern¬ 
ment by such settlers In annual In¬ 
stallments without Interest, and that 
the Construction pf the great Irrigation 
works necessary for the utilization of

T. Tlint the Timber and Stone Law 
shall Is- repealed, and that all pub¬ 
lic tlml>cr hinds shall be included In 
permanent Forest Reserves, the title 
to the land to lie forever retained by 
the National Government stumpage 
only of him ttired timber to be sold, 
and young timber to be preserved for 
future cutting., so thnt the forests will

serve* under the control of the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture, who shall be em¬ 
powered to Issue annual Licenses to 
graze stock in said Grazing Reserves, 
but such licenses shall never be issued 
for a longer period than one year on 
agricultural hinds or five years on 
grnziqg lands, nnd all lands classified 
ns grazing lands shnU be subject to

9. That the public land states shall 
administer the state lands under a 
system similar to and in harmony 
with the national public land system 
above outlined, and that each state 
shall enact a State Homestead Law 
for the settlement of lands owned by 
the state, nnd that state lands shall 
be disposed of only to actual settlers 
under such law. ahd that all state 
lands shall at ull times remain open 
to !ioinc-tcMil Entry. 

UNITED OWNERSHIP OF LAND 
AND WATER. 

10. That it shall he the law of every 
state and of the United States, that 
beneficial use Is the basis, the meas¬ 
ure. and the limit of all rights to 
water, lnc.udlng riparian rights, and 
that the right to the use of water for 
irrigation shall inhere in ami be ap¬ 
purtenant to the land irrigated, so that 
the ownership of the land and the 
water shall be united, aud no right to 
water ap a speculative commodity 
ever l>e acquired, held or owned. 
RIGHT OF APPROPRIATION FOR 

BENEFICIAL USB. 

11. That It shall l>e the law of every 
state and of the United States, that 
all unused and unappropriated waters 
are public property, subject to appro¬ 
priation for a beneficial use, first In 
time being first In right, and that on 
nil Interstate streams, priority of use 
shall give priority of right, through¬ 
out the entire course of the stream, 
without regard to state lines, and 
that In each drainage basin the Irri¬ 
gators therein shall control the distri¬ 
bution of the water.

inhuman Treatment of Men and 
Women Who Are Forced to Work 
in Great Establishments.-In Low¬ 
est Depths of Misery.

It Is literally the truth that the peck¬ 
ers treat their men like dogs. There 
18 no place In all Packlngtown where 
the slightest consideration Is shown 
for a human being. They are com 
pelled to be on hand at a certain hour 
In the morning, even though there is 
no killing to be done; they are laid off 
without the slightest ceremony, and 


out-of-the-way place for fertilisers 
where a “bone liarrel" could be placed. 
To reduce bones to fertiliser Without 
the use of acids takes time, but for 
the home garden it Is well worth wait¬ 
ing for. Put In a barrel three or four 
Inches of soil, then a closely packed 
layer of bones, broken up somewhat, 
and cover these with wood ashes snd 
wet with liquid manure from- the 


work they have no redress; there is 
always one answer to every complaint 
If you do not like It you can go else 

vhere." 

ONE X AST TRUST. 

.The conditions In Packlngtown have 
eached their present state of degrad- 
itlon by the natural process of com 
petition, or rather, .there Is rompetl- 
i ion of labor while there is no compett- 
Hon of capital.. There Is but one 
vast employing trust ami a body of 
absolutely unorganized ami . helpless 
type* of human beings are coming 
there. There has been a regular pro- 
ceeslon of the races through Packing- 
town; the Industry was founded by 
skilled cattle butchers from Qermany; 
then they began the Importing of Irish¬ 
men. After the strike of 1894 they set 
to work deliberately to crowd the labor 
market so as to prevent further trou¬ 
bles; first they brought Poles, then 
Bohemians, then Lithuanians. snd now 
finally 81ovaks. These are nearly all 
undersized, wretched people -who can¬ 
not speak English, and who impress 
one as having no more Intelligence 
than a dumb animal. The bosses beat 
them and kick them and spit in their 
faeee. I saw sights of this sort which 
fairly made my blood boll. I saw a 
poor, wretched Lithuanian pushing a 
truck in one of 8wlft A Co.’s cellars; 
It was loaded with hams, add the poor 
fellow was scarcely able to Btlr It on 
the level floor He came to a slight 
Incline and could not get It up. snd the 
bosa fell upon him and pounded him 
out of the place. I presume that he 
was ••firing" him. Another and 
stronger man took his place. 
COMPELLED TO V18IT BALOON8. 

One of the things pointed out tn the 
President s report Is that the men are 
provided with no places to eat It la 
difficult to Imagine what thlB means In 
the winter time. I saw them crouching 
In the stairways of the packing 
houses and outside under the sheds to 
get away from the falling snow. In 
conversation with one of the packers 
I spoke of the horribly low wages that 
were paid to the men. and he answered 
that there was no use tn paying any 
more, because the balance went to the

This manner of feeding Is carried on 
for a sufficient number of days to 
make the entire period of feeding from 
10 to 21 dnytt An experienced handler 
knows Just %be time when the fowls 
are finished ready for killing. When 
this time arrives, they nre speedily 
killed, dry picked, and placed In proper 
condition for market. 

The food made use of for this pur¬ 
pose Is a mixture of meals of several 
kinds, to conform to the requirements 
of the market. Ground oats, corn 
nnd middlings, mixed with boiled 
milk or water Into a very dry mash 
or inlvisl food is made use of for the 
first 12 to t-l days for trough feeding. 
During this |M>riod. the fowls have 
grit nnd plenty of water to drink 
where they can help themselves. So 
soon ns they show a disposition to 
stop feeding themselves, nil the food, 
wnter nnd grit In removed from the 
i- trough, nnd the stuffing machine Is 
d brought into service.
